Third Grade Objectives

Arithmetic extends the basic addition, subtraction, multiplication, and division with whole 
numbers, fractions, and decimals. Some work is done in other bases, mathematical sentences 
(working for the unknown), and brief work in beginning geometry. Per cent work is introduc- 
ed. Pupils need to develop ability in computation with numbers in practical situations. The 
ability to interpret and solve all types of story problems is important. 

Social Studies is a fused course. It is a study of OLD WORLD LANDS (EASTERN 
HEMISPHERE). The history covers rather generally the beginning of life since the caveman to 
the modern times of the twentieth century. A spirit of appreciation for history is an impor- 
tant aspect of teaching in the area. Current events (generally a daily discussion and a weekly 
special with our “YOUNG CITIZEN” Newspaper) adds greatly to the history part of our 
Social Studies. The geography helps pupils to understand how man lives in different environ- 
ments throughout the world. This helps to show how the advantages and disadvantages of 
different areas of human occupation and use, are related to such natural forces as landforms, 
climate, and resources. The more specific studies will be encountered in later education. 

Music and art help to develop appreciation and enjoyment for the finer and more cultural 
aspects of human growth and development. 

In all areas of school work at this level, we are striving for social adjustment and behavior 
appropriate to his age group, as well as the academic achievement.
